ans, who held the Inequality of the Son with the-

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as this wou'd be: Bur we Gnd ‘1 King, to. three 
Years the uftial Time of the Voyage to Ophir. O- 
phir therefore was much more probably fome Part 
of India s but whether it was the Ifland of Sumatra, 
or that of Zeilan, or one of the Moluca’s, or the Land
